of war latt Ostober to the rebel Colonel Campbell, in the ac- 
tion of King’s Mountain. A: fmnall party of militia returning 
from foraging, ugacquainted with the furrender, happened to fire 
on the rebels, the prifoners were immediately threatened with 
death if the firing thould be repeatéd. ‘The ‘morning after the 
action the prifowers were marched 16 miles ; previous to their 
march orders were givén by Campbell, that should they be at- 
tacked, to fire om, and deftroy every prifoner : The party kept 
marching for two days without any kind of proyifions ; on the 
third day’s march all the baggage of the officers was feized and 
thared among the rebel aes A few days after a mock 

court-martial fat for the trial of the militia prifoners, when, af- 
ter a’fhort hearing, 30 gentlemen, fome of the moft refpe@able 
characters in that country, had fentence of death pafled upon 
them, and at fix o’clock the fame day they began to execute. 

Colonel Mills and Capt. Chetwood of North Carolina; Capt. 
Wilfon of Ninety-Six, and fix privates, were firft executed. 
The Priith ‘officers were compelled to attend at the execution 
of thefe brave but unfortunate men, who with thanly firmnefs 
avowed their loyalty in their laft moments, and’ with their lateft 
breath exprefled thei*unalterable dere(tation of the rebels, and 
their bafe and infamous proceedings, ‘The remaining 21 were 
repricved for a ume, 

On the morning of the next day, Campbell had intelligence 
that the gallant Col. ‘l'arleton was a reaching him, when he 
again repeated his bloody orders Of firing on the officers who 
were in front, and then a fecond volley on the men, thould 
they be attacked.
